Axticle 1 
Definition of marine scientific research 
Marine scientific research means any study of, or related experimental work in). 
the marine environment that is designed to increase man's knowledge and is eondevee 
for peaceful purposes. 


_ Article 2 


General conditions and principies of conduct 


1. Svates shall endeavour to promote and facilitate the development and conduct of 
marine scientific research not only for their own benefit but also for the benefit of 
the international comminity in accordance with the provisions of this Convention. 
2. In the conduct of marine scientific research the following senenat principles 
shell apply: a 
(a) marine scientific research shall be conducted exclusively for 
peaceful purposes; 
(b) marine scientific research activities shall not unduly interfere 
with other legitimate uses of the sea compatible with the provisions 
of this Convention and shall be duly respected in the course of such

Article 3 
International and regional co~operation 


The co-operation envisaged in this*article shall be based. on the relevant 
provisions of this Conventions 2-9 oe 0) SO Ge at oe 
de Sta tes shall, in accordance with the “principle of respect. for sovereignty and 
on a basis of mutual benefit, promote international co-operation in marine 
scientific res searcn for peaceful purposes, in particular, co-operation within | . 
competent international organizations. tek 6 ths 
2. States shall co-operate with one anothe.. ’ divouan the eonelieien of bilateral 
and multilateral agreements, to create favourable conditions for the conduct of 
scientific research in the marine environment and to integrate the efforts of 
scientists in studying the essence of, and the eae phenomena and 
processes occurring in the marine environment. 
3. States shall, both individually and. in co-operation with other States and with 
competent international organizations, actively promote the flow of scientific data . 
and information and the transfer of knowledge resulting from marine scientific 
research, in particular to developing countries, as well as the strengthening of the 
autonomous marine research capabilities of developing countries through, inter alia, 
programmes to provide adequate education and training of their technical and 


scientific personnel. 
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4. The availability to every State of information and knowledge r sulting from 
marine sclentific research shall be facilitated by effective international 
communication of pv propos sed major progra times: and’ their objectives, and by publication and 
dissemination of the results through international charnels. States shall promote 
participation of their country's scientié#ts in the implementation’ of marine scientific 
research programmes conducted under the auspices of the Intergovernmental | 
Oceanographic Commission of UNESCO ‘and other ‘competent international or sponds rations.

Without prejudice, to the provisions of article 6 below, allStates, both coastal and 
land-Locked on an equal footing and without any discrimination, as well. as competent 
international organizations, shall, enjoy, 4 freedom to conduct marine scientific research on 
the high seas including the sea~bed beyond the limits of dhe economic zone and of the 
continental shelf as defined in this Conversion.

le In the economic zone established in aneoue nice sith this Convention, marine 
scientific research related to the exzloration and exploitation of the living and 
non-living resources of the gone shall be conducted with the coneent of the coastal 
“State. Requests : for eueh) Cone sont shall be submitted well in advance and shall be 
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answered without undue delay. The coastal State shall be entitled to determine the 
conditions for conducting such research, and to participate or be represented in it. 
2. In the economic zone established in accordance with this Convention marine 
scientific research unrelated to the exploration and exploitation of the living and 
non-living resources of the zone shall be conducted after advance notification of the 
planned research to the coastal State. 

3. The notification of the planned research mentioned in paragraph 2 above shall be 
transmitted to the coastal State at least two. months in advance. The coastal State

(a) a detailed description of the research programme, including objectives, 
methods and instrumentation, locations ana time schedules and information on 

the institution conducting the research; 

(») information on any major changes in the research programne;_

board vessels at the expense of the State conducting the research but 
without payment of any remuneration to the scientists of the coastal State; 

(a) access to all data and samples obtained in the course of the research, and 
in that comnexion the coastal State shall, at its request; be provided with 
such data and samples as can be copied or shared without harn to their 
scientific value; :

States and competent international orgenizations soudueting marine scientific 
research in the areas referred to in paragraph 2 of article 4 and in article 6 shall 
take due account of the legitimate interests and rights of land-locked and other 
geographically disadvantaged States neighbouring the rescarch area, as they are 
defined in this Convention, notifying them of the proposed research and providing then, 
at their request, with the assistance and information specified in paragraphs 5 (a), 

3 (b) and 3 (e) of Article 6. 

Where research facilities permit, such States shall be offered the opportunity to 
participate in the research under the conditions set forth in paragraph 3 (c ) of 
Articole 6,

Scie ntific research 3 installations 


dee Scientific research ‘installations, asthe x fixed or mobile, established in the 
maxzine euvixorzent or on the sea bed in accordance with the provisions of these 
articles and other rules of international law shall be subject to the jurisdiction of 
the State which installed them, unless other provision is made in agreements which may 
be concluded between the State conducting the research and the coastal State in those 


cases where, under art..cles 4 and 6, the consent of the coastal State is required for

Qe The installations referred to in this article shall net have the status of islands 
ox possess their om territorial waters, and their existenwe shall not. affect the 
delimitation cf the territorial sea, continental shelf or economic zone of the coastal 
State, 


3 Safety zones of a width not exceeding 500 metres measured from the outermost points 


of the installations referred to in this article may be created around the installations. 


ALL States shall ensure that such safety zones are reepected by their ships. 

Ae Such installavions must not serve as ca obstacle on customary international 
shipping routes. 

5. Fixed and mobile installations and floating stations ishall. have identification 
markings indicating the State or competent international oxganization to which they 
belong and the necessary permanent warning signals to enswre the safety of sea and air 
novigetion. 

To the extent the t the identification markings and wa.rning signals referred to in 
this article ore regulated by international agreements, tlney shall comply with the 
requizenents of such agreements 
6, Appropriate notification shall be given of the emolacement and removal of such 


installations. 
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Article 10 
Responsibility for scientific research 


States shall be responsible for ensuing that marine scientific’reseaxch, whether 


pa 


conducted by themselves or by their nationals, physical or juridical, is conducted in 


accordance with the provisions of this Covention and otner rules of international law. - 


“States shall be liable for damage, arising out of mavine scientific research, 
caused to other States or to the nationals, juridical. or physical, of other States, 
vhen such danage is attributable to. them. When such damage 1s attributable to 
persons under their jucisdiction or control, States undertake to provide recourse to 
their appropriate organs with a view to ensuring equitable compensation fex the 
victins thereof. 
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
